Livingston heads /0-71 
SSC Academic Senate 


Well-known and outspoken member of the active faculty element on 
campus, Dr. John C. Livingston, 16 years a government professor on 
the faculty has succeeded William R. Neuman as chairman of the 
Academic Senate. 

Last year a government department representative to the senate, 
Livingston was elected by the membership to head the governing body 
into another academic year. The senate, which began to draw notice to 
itself last spring during the student stike with actions which aided in 
bringing about a peaceful and sensible solution to the crisis here on 
campus, has found in Livingston a man capable of rendering timeless 
energy and attention to the matters brought about before the faculty 
representatives, as demostrated by his past records of active 
participation. 

For it was Livingston, along with several other concerned faculty, 
who noted the gravity of the situation and worked swiftly within the 
Senate to clear the way for a more flexible grading policy to be used by 
the college’s instructors and for accreditation of the crisis-born 
alternative college. , 

Livingston, who occupied an assistant professorship in political 
science at the University of Denver for seven years prior to coming to 
Sacramento, also represented SSC in the Statewide Academic Senate of 
the California State Colleges, serving as chairman of that body in 
1966-67. His qualifications besides his involvement in affairs of this 
campus include a doctorate in political economy from Claremont 
Graduate School in 1953 and a co-authorship with Professor Robert 
Thompson of the SSC government department of a textbook, “Consent 
of the Governed,” published in 1963. 

Serving Livingston as his vice-president is James Saum of the School 
of Education. Members of the executive committee of the Senate 
include Robert Good. psychology; Richard Hughes, government; and [rl 
Irwin, psychology.

A challenge: work within the system for political change 


Editor, the Hornet; 

The time is fast approaching when 
American men and women will go to 
the polls to elect candidates to the 
highest legislative body in this country. 
The results of that election will be 
reflected in the domestic and foreign 
policies of the United States in the 
coming years. 

Movement for a New Congress 
(MNC) is a campus based organization 
operating within the American political 
system to affect this election. It is 
dedicated to reversing American war 
policy and reordering American 
priorities by electing men committed 
to these goals to the Congress of the 
United States in November. 

Currently there are about 350 ijocal 
chapters of the MNC in more than 35 
states. More than 25,000 persons took 
sed in primaries through the MNC.

The Movement will be active in 
between 60 and 70 campaigns this fall. 
Suitable candidates—chosen for their 
stands on the war question, civil rights, 
urban affair and covironmental 
concerns—will be supported where 
they have a reasonable chance to 
defeat candidates who arc deemed 
unsuitable.

The national office supplies expertise, 
advice and names of volunteers in the 
area. Also available from the national 
office is research on candidates’ 
records as well as detailed information 
on campaign tactics.

General Education at 
Sacramento State College

A student comes to college today at a time of crises of unprecedented scale and 
intensity-racism, mechanization and depersonalization, pollution, war, a divided 
nation, a way of life in question. He faces the need to find the knowledge and 
lifestyle by which he can live effectively and with a certain measure of satisfaction 
as a person, not alone a worker, in these trobled times 


The aim of the General Education Program at SSC is to help students to meet 
this need. The program offers a student breadth of opporiunity to explore and 
examine ideas, to develop his own tentative system of values and to gain the skills 
necessary to increase his independence in learning 


Choice Of 450 Courses 


Each student who takes his General Education under the current requirements 
chooses his courses from among the approximate 450 which make up the program 
(a student completing requirements in effect prior to fall, 1969, should consult 
the appropriate catalog). There are not required courses in the program. Instead, 
the requirements, which total 46 units, are by area 


Group | offerings (24 units) are courses in natural science, social scence, and 
humanities. Recognizing the speed with which findings. become dated by the 
“knowledge revolution” of the 20th century, the courses do not emphasize 
information and coverage so much as assumptions and methods, in short, the 
essential disciplines by which questions may be asked and answered in the main 
fields of human knowledge. 


Group I offerings (9 units) are in skills basic to further acquistion of knowledge 
in the arts and sciences. The courses are in such subjects as composition, logic, 
foreign languages, mathematics, statistics, and speech 


Group II] offerings (6 units) are newly-developed, experimental courses which 
differ in method and content from the typical lecture, or lecture-discussion, Class 
They give particular attention to relevance of subject matter—recent findings of 
general interest in a given subject or major issues of modern life—and to student 
involvement in the learning by use of small seminars, “open-field” or other 
on-campus and community serviee activities. 
the courses in this category change 
and should, if possible, be 


experimental modes of teaching, 
Because they are experimental in nature, 
frequently from one semester or year to the next, 
taken the first semester of offering 


Group IV courses (7 units) are electives. Any units in approved courses not 
needed for the requirements in Group I, I, of III may be counted in Group IV, A 
wide variety of additional courses (see the official Schedule of Classes) may also 
be counted as electives in General Education. 


Curtosity Is Heart Of College 


Perhaps several suggestions about choice of courses in General Education may be 
useful to consider. The requirements are based upon the breadth principle, the 
assumption that developing one’s curiosity, imagination, and knowledge in a host 
of subjects outside a major and minor is at the heart of a college education. So, in 
additon to taking any standard courses you want or necd, let yourself go a little in 
Use part of your units to move out into some subjects with 
which you have no previous experience OF almost none, but which promise to be 
of interest and significance to you. Once your program is underway, begin to 
assess your priorities. Ought one to graduate from college in the 1970s without 
making at least some serious, concentrated study of racism and its implications? 


Or war? Or the environmental crisis?

The construction of a Student Union 
Building, of which SSC has a real need, 
has finally been initated with the 
retaining of Demars and Wells 
architectural contractors to design the 
structuie.

Graduate School of Business. In 1957 
he was awarded a Ph.D. from the same 
school with major concentration in 
marketing and management and with a 
minor in higher education. 

While attending Stanford, Cox served 
as an assistant professor in the Manlo 
College School of Business 
Administration. He joined the 
Sacramento State College faculty in 
1950, was absent for a stretch while 
teaching at Manlo College and later 
returned to SSC in 1953. Named acting 
chairman and associate professor of the 
Division of Business Administration tn 
1955, he became chairman of the 
division in 1957. Dr. Cox acted in this 
capacity until 1963 at which time he 
Was appointed executive dean, a 
position he held until 1967 when he 
chose to return to full time teaching.

We watched the SSC _ gridders 
workout for about 45 minutes, then 
went to the camp where the team 
stayed.

On the scoring end of Barnes’ acrials 
will be end Ted Covington. one that 
got away from the Hornets, Ted was 
red-shirted by the Mats last scason 
after planning to attend Sac Static. The 
gangly receiver demonstrated his poise 
in the Mat’s latest scrimmage, hauling 
in three 50 yard scoring strikes 

Defensively the Mats show good 
strength at all positions but lack a 
degree of depth. Three veterans, Dave 
Hacker, Harvey Lapp and Doug Bower, 
anchor the front line. At the 
linebackers position San Fernando 
boasts two veterans of the ‘69 
campaign, Rick Smith and Les Owens 
In the secondary the Mats were 
strengthened by another junior college 
recruit, Tom Lesure. Lesure led all 
junior college deep backs with 
interceptions last year. A_ real 
ballhawk, he could make it a long 
afternoon for the Hornet signal callers 

Second year head coach, Leon 
McGlothin, 1s looking for improvement 
over last year’s 4-5 record and feels a 
victory over the Hornets is as good as 
Start as any 


23 Return 

The Hornets will field another fine 
team for 1970, boasting 23 returning 
lettermen. Heading the impressive list 
is all-conference quarterback Mik« 
Lippi. Lippi, who injured his shoulder 
in last year’s Hayward game, is 
expected to regain the forim that sent 
the Hornets headlong into the 1969 
Far Western Conference title race 
Although Lipp: is considered the 
Starter for the Hornets, he ts backed up 
by another fine quarterback, Rick 
Bergstrum. Bergstrum filled in for the 
injured Lippi and displayed such fine 
form the Hornets are cousidered to 
have two of the best quarterbacks in 
the league. 

Flanking Lippi and Bergstrum in the 
Hornet backfield are three returning 
bali carriers, Mantel Williams, Charlie 
Bell and Mike DeAngelis. Williams and 
Bell are both threats for long yardage 
and DeAngelis gives the Hornets an 
outstanding fulback. 

Don McGee and Tom Jones will be 
prime targets at the receiving positions. 
McGee is a lanky receiver with good 
size and speed. If his performance in 
last year’s final contest against Pudget 
Sound is any indication of things to 
come, then McGee should be 
all-conference material.

The former Hornet 
and present Green Bay Packer 
constantly demanded double coverage 
but with McGee and Jones, opposing 
teams could not afford a luxury like 
double coverage on Carter 


Returning linemen include Rich 
Johnke, Bill Brewster, Pat Clemons, 
Mike Streich, Wayne Strohl and Dave 
Hall. All men figured heavily into the 
Hornet's unoffical title drive 


Because of a probation by the FWC 
placed on the Hornets, SSC ts ineligible 
to win the title. Many people feel that 
the Hornets will not have the title 
incentive and the lack of it will hinder 
their playing ability. Neither the 
coaches nor the players agree. Fven if
